The disciples saw Him 
He went away. The angel 


gain “inlike manner as ye 
have seen him go into heav- 
en.” The disciples knew 
it was He that ascended and 
they believed the message of 
the angels that spoke to them 
while they were gazing up 
into heaven to catch a last 
glimpse of Him as_ the cloud 
received Him out of their 
sight. 


In the writings of the New 
Testament there are frequent 
references to the coming of 
the Lord. Thereis no other 
theme any more prominent. 
while the writers give  in- 
structions about justification, 
sanctification, the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost evidenced 
by speaking in other tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance, 
divine healing and the Church 
of God, these are all mainly 
to prepare people for the 
great event—the coming of 
Christ. This was looked for 
as the great culminating e- 
vent. It has been looked 
forward to by all Spirit-filled 
saints from that day to this 
with thrilling anticipation. 


Many are looking forward 
to the return of our Lord 
with great joy and even glo- 
ry thrilling through their 
souls. On the other hand 
there are many who _ believe 
He is coming that are not liv- 
ing pure lives and free from 
condemnation, so they look 
forward to this time with a 
feeling of horror. It matters 
not whether people want 
Him to come or not He will 
come just the same. The 
Bible shows that some will 
be ready because they have 
made themselves ready and 
to such as these His coming 
is looked forward to with 
gteat joy. 


While there may be some 
things in connection with this 
event that we may not need 
to know, there are some 
things that are very impor- 
tant to know. Some of the 
Scriptures that teach of His 
coming are so blended to- 
gether that it is somewhat 
difficult to see the difference 
in the time of the resurrec- 
tion of the saints and _ the 
translation of the living saints 







coming to reign on 
th as King. 

ough there are two te- 
ections plainly taught in 
Scripture, yet in some reffer- 
ences it would appear that 
there was no difference in 
the time of the resurrection 
of the saints and the resur- 
rection of the wicked. But 
when all the Scriptures are 
taken into consideration it is 
plain that in the first resur- 
rection only the saints are 
called forth and the second 
resurrection probably fol- 
lows a thousand years later. 
This second resurrection calls 
forth the wicked dead. 

In referring to the coming 
of Christ in common conver- 
sation the separation is 
scarcely ever mentioned. Al- 
soin many Scripture refer- 
ences of His coming no sep- 
aration is made. I will ven- 
ture to say, however, that 
from the time of His coming 
to catch away the living 
saints and resurrect the dead 
in Christ, to the time of His 
coming to reign and sit on the 
throne ot David is at least 
three years and six months. 
This statement is not without 
a Scriptural foundation. 

Please notice some of the 
Scripture statements: At I 
Thes. 4:14 we read: “For if 
we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will 
God bring with Him.” This 
isin harmony with Jude 14 
where He says, “Behold the 
Lord cometh with ten thou- 
sands of his saints.” The 19th 
of Rev. gives a description of 
this wonderful event as the 
Revelator pictures the armies 
of the saints headed by Jesus 
Himself, riding down from 
heaven on white horses. 

But please notice that this 
does not take place until af- 
ter the first resurrection and 
the catching away of the liv- 
ing saints and the marriage of 
the Lamb. To look at some 
of the Scriptures without oth- 
ers it would appear that this 
was all there is to the coming 
of Jesus, but to obtain full in- 
formation we must take into 
consideration all the Scrip- 
tures. This is the way many 
get their false theories. They 
fail to take the Bible as a 
whole and rightly divide it. 











But this is the one thing the 
Church of God stands for, 
THE WHOLE BIBLE 
RIGHTLY DIVIDED. 

That there is danger in a 
wrong division or interpreta- 
tion of Scripture is evidenced 
by instructions given by both 
Peter and Paul. Peter in his 
writing says, ‘Wherefore, 
beloved, seeing that ye look 
for such things, be diligent 
that ye may be found of him 
in peace, without spot and 
blameless’ And account that 
the longsuffering of our Lord 
is salvation; even as our be- 
loved brother Paul also ac- 
cording to the wisdom given 
unto him hath written unto 
you; As also in all His epis- 
tles, speaking in them of these 
things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood, 
which they that are unlearn- 
ed and unstable wrest, as 
they do also the other Scrip- 
tures, unto their own de- 
struction.” 2 Pet, 3:14-16. 

Although Paul has written 
some things hard to be under- 
stood about the coming of 
the Lord, his writings with 
those of others make this 
matter so plain that we feel 
ourselves on solid footing as 
we make the above state- 
ment. In one of his princi- 
pal references to the coming 
of the Lord he makes a dis- 
tinction between the time of 
His coming to catch the 
saints up into the air and the 
final coming when He brings 
the saints with him. 

Referring to the fourth of 1 
Thes. as above, Paul states 
that “If we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so 
them also which sleep in Je- 
sus will God bring with him.” 
Now to make this clear the 
Apostle drops back and 
shows what takes place _ be- 
fore the time the Lord brings 
the saints with him to the 
earth. In explainining this 
he uses the word, “for”, 
which shows he has some 
explanation to make. And 


the explanation that he 
makes is, that, before that 
time, the dead saints are 


resurrected and they togeth- 
er with the liying saints are 
caught up tomeet the Lord 
in the air. He shows that 
even those that have died in 
Jesus will the Lord bring 
with Him, because previous 
to that time they will have 
been resurrected and caught 
up to Him and are forever 
with Him. 

To make this analogy still 





plainer he shows that the liv- 
ing saints will have been 
translated before He brings 
them back with Him. Of 
course He could not bring 
them with Him if they were 
still here, so in order to bring 
them with Him riding down 
on the white horses, as John 
puts it, it would necessitate 
a translation first. 

After considering this sub- 
ject thus far we conclude it 
is not forcing Scripture to 
say that the second coming 
of the Lord is divided into 
two comings. The first one 
He leaves heaven and comes 
down into the air, and the 
second He brings with Him 
those that He caught up into 
the air, and comes all the 
way tothe earth “And his 
feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Olives.” 
Zech. 14:4. _ 

Now as there is an inter- 
val of at least three and a 
half years between the rap- 
ture and the coming to the 
earth there must of necessity 
be some place for Jesus and 
His chosen to remain during 
that short period. Views of 
Bible Scholars differ as to the 
exact location and thus far 
we have failed to find the 
Scripture that makes this 
point clear, but it is consoling 
and satisfying to know that 
the raptured saints will for- 
ever be with the Lord. But 
it is evident there will bea 
prepared place and _ those 
who follow the Lamb whith- 
ersoever he goeth,” will have 
no trouble in finding it then. 

What a glad royal compa- 
ny willbe gathered to the 
marriage supper of the Lamb. 
The great table will be pre- 
pared; the bride will have 
made herself ready; The 
attendants will be there. In 
speaking of this time John 
says he “heard as it were the 
voice of a great multitude, 
and as the voice of mighty 
thunderings, saying, Alleluia: 
for the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth. Let us be glad and 
rejoice, and give honor to 
him: for the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and _ his wife 
hath made herself ready.” 
What a glorious time in a 
glorious place with a glorious 
Lord! Again John got a fur- 
ther glimpse behind the cur- 
tains of time and he writes, 
“And to her was granted that 
she should be arrayed in fine 
linen, clean and white: for 
the fine linen is the right- 
eousness of the saints.” Then 


as if to make a special im- 
pression on all the future gen- 
erations John was command- 
ed to write one of the most 
beautiful sentences that ever 
appeared before the eyes of 
mortal man: “Blessed are they 
which are called unto the 
marriage supper of the 
Lamb.” And the messenger 
then told John that ‘These 
are the true sayings of God. 
Rev. 19:6-9. Soon after this 
great wedding feast they 
mount the white horses and 
ride down to this earth. 
Their approach is defied by 
the antichrist and his army, 
but all to no avail. On, on 
they come and the multitude 
of those who try to _ resist 
Him are slain and the beast 
and false prophet will be tak- 
en and thrown into the. Lake 
of fire. Then Satan will be 
captured and bound and cast 
into the bottomless pit. Then 
will follow the reign of right- 
eousness when Jesus will rule 
without a Rival—a_ thousand 
years of peace and plenty. 
The earth will be filled with 
the knowledge and glory of 
God.
